This is the thirty-ninth issue of Transport Statistics, superseeding Statistics of Railway in the United States which was 
published yearly by the Commission from 1887 to 1953, inclusive. Transport Statistics also replaces former publications, Summery Tables 
of the Annual Report on the Statistics of Railways in the United States and Preliminary Abstract of Railway Statistics. The present 
form of publication permits easy essemby of parts and portions desired in a standard loose leaf binder. When complete, Transport 
Statistics comprise the following two parts numbered as indicated: 


Part 1. - Railroads 
Part 2. - Motor Carriers 


Each part, or release thereof, is issued seperately.

INTRODUCTION 


Railrosd operating companies are those whose officers direct the actual transportation service and whose books contain operating 
as well as financial accounts. Lessor companies maintain a seperate legal existence, but their properties are operated by lessees, who 
may or may not be financially interested in the securities of the lessors. Proprietary companies, as the term is here used, are inactive 
corporations; that is, railroad companies which neither operate property nor administer their financial affairs and which have been 
practically absorbed by the controlling railroad corporations which own or control the entire outstanding capitalization, both capital 
stock and funded debt. Proprietary companies are operated by railroad companies or affiliated system corporations without the parent 
companies being required to make any accounting to the proprietary corporation. The Commission excuses a proprietary company from filing 
@ separate report but information regarding its mileage and investment appears in the report of the perent company. 


Switching and terminal companies are those — seperately for joint account or for revenue and (a) performing switching 
service only; (b) furnishing terminal trackage or facilities only, such as union passenger or freight station, etc., for which a charge 
is made; (c) performing both switching and terminal service; (d) operating bridges and ferries warn age i or 2 oS & owt per forming 
switching or terminal services but also conducting a regular freight or passenger traffic. It should be t such services as 
those aly ae through switching and terminal companies are mostly performed directly by the line-heul carriers as and ordinary part 
of their business. 


Railroad operating companies are classified for statistical purposes on basis of adjusted annual operating revenues for three 
consecutive years. Effective January 1, 1992, the classification is: Class I, $250,000,000 or more; Class II, less than $250,000,000 
but in excess of $20,000,000; and Class III, less than $20,000,000. In 1978 the classification was: Class I, $50, 000,000 or more; Class 
11, less than $50,000,000 but in excess of $10,000,000; and Class III, less than $10,000,000. In 1976 and 1977, the classification was: 
Class I, $10,000,000 or more; and Class II, under $10,000,000. Between 1965 and 1975, the classification was: Class I, $5,000,000 or 
more; end Cless I!, uncer $5,000,000. From 1956 through 1964, this classification was: Class 1, $3,000,000 or more; and Class Il, under 
$3,000,000. Prior to January 1, 1956, this classification was: Class {, $1,000,000 or more; Class Il, more than $i00, 000 but less than 


$1,000,000; and Class III, under $100, 000. 


GEOGRAPHICAL GROUPINGS 


The districts to which the railroads have been assigned for statistical purposes are shown on the accompanying map (Pg.11). In 
some cases, especially where the operated mileage of a road does not lie wholly in a single district, arbitrary assignment of the carrier 
is made on the basis of location of the major portion of operation.
